“The  Lasting  Glory” — the  Centen- 
nial pageant  written  by  Marjorie  Royal, 
AB  1930  of  Cordele,  Georgia,  will  be 
produced  by  Mary  Pate  Hatfield  AB 
’48,  BFA  ’50,  on  Friday  evening.  May 
29,  1959,  in  the  Porter  Auditorium  on 
Rivoli  campus. 

Virginia  McClellan  McCowen,  AB 
1944,  president  of  the  Alumnae  Associa- 
tion, Freda  Kaplan  Nadler,  AB  1926, 
chairman  of  the  Centennial  Committee 
and  Dr.  B.  Joseph  Martin,  president  of 
Wesleyan,  together  with  a large  com- 
mittee are  working  to  make  the  Centen- 
nial Homecoming  a wonderful  occasion. 

All  Alumnae  and  their  husbands  are 


invited  to  be  present  for  the  events. 

The  pageant  is  to  be  one  of  the  high- 
lights of  the  Wesleyan  Almnae  Associa- 
tion’s celebration  of  its  one  hundredth 
anniversary.  It  is  based  on  the  history  of 
Wesleyan  and  the  Alumnae  Association 
of  our  college  which  celebrated  its  own 
centennial  in  1936. 

The  author,  from  the  prologue 
through  nine  episodes  and  an  epilogue, 
has  made  history  come  alive.  Its  beauty 
and  color  will  thrill  you  as  events  unfold 
in  word,  song  and  dance. 

The  prologue  tells  the  story  of  “A 
fair  and  fertile  land  near  the  Ocmulgee 
River  chosen  by  the  ancient  Creek  In- 


dians for  their  village.  Hundreds  of 
years  later  white  men  chose  the  same  site 
to  be  the  town  of  Macon.” 

The  granting  of  the  charter,  the  first 
graduation,  organization  of  the  Alum.- 
nae  Association  will  be  enacted.  The  col- 
lege during  the  war  beteewn  the  States 
will  be  pictured,  the  George  I.  Seney 
gift,  the  ground  breaking  for  greater 
Wesleyan  and  other  graphic  events  are 
included.  Finally  the  Legend  of  the 
Fountain  and  the  Procession  of  the  Years 
will  bring  to  a conclusion  a review  of 
events  we  shall  always  remember. 


Marjorie  Royal,  A.B.,  1930,  author  of  “The  Lasting  Glory,”  is  no  newcomer  to  the  field  of  writ- 
ing. She  received  her  degree  in  journalism  and  was  outstanding  in  her  work  on  student  publica- 
tions. Her  pageant,  “Golden  Heritage,”  written  for  the  50th  Anniversary  celebration  of  Crisp  Coun- 
ty, won  wide  acclaim  and  was  presented  three  nights  with  a cast  and  choruses  totalling  500.  She 
brings  an  unusual  depth  of  feeling  for  our  Alma  Mater  to  her  task  as  her  mother  and  three  sisters 
all  attended  Wesleyan.  Now  a teacher  in  Cordele,  she  is  active  in  the  Music  Club,  D.A.R.,  and  the 
Methodist  Church.  She  is  well  known  and  loved  for  her  area  work  with  the  youth  in  the  Cordele  area.

of  Alumnae  activity  and  to  formulate 
plans  for  the  promotion  of  the  interests 
of  the  Association.”

For  this  purpose  the  officers  of  the 
Alumnae  Association,  immediate  past  of- 
ficers, the  Board  of  Managers,  Club 
Presidents,  Committees  and  other  rep- 
resentatives from  different  areas  assem- 
bled on  the  Wesleyan  campus  in  the  stu- 
dent lounge  for  the  1958-59  business 
session,  proceeded  by  a coffee  hour. 

The  President  of  the  College,  Dr.  B. 
Joseph  Martin  reported  progress  made 
recently  at  Wesleyan,  mentioning  espe- 
cially the  new  dormitory  for  upper  class- 
men  which  will  be  ready  for  occupanc} 
at  the  beginning  of  next  semester.  He 
requested  alumnae  to  support  their  Alma 
Mater  financially  as  well  as  using  their 
influence  to  interest  high  school  students 


to  choose  Wesleyan  for  their  college. 

Dr.  Martin  introduced  Dr.  Joseph  1C 
James,  Dean;  Dr.  William  A.  Hoppe, 
associate  Dean  and  Mrs.  Mary  Lawter, 
Dean  of  Women. 

Four  college  students  reported  on  the 
activities  of  their  organizations;  Sylvia 
Anderson  for  College  Government, 
Martha  Evans  for  Social  Standards,  — 
Carol  Clay  for  Athletics  Association, 
Rachel  Ann  Wheeler  for  the  Y.W.C.A. 

Virginia  McClellan  McCowen,  Pres- 
ident of  the  Alumnae  Association  thank- 
ed the  College  representatives  for  their 
contributions  to  the  program  and  called 
for  Chairmen  reports  of  Alumnae  bus- 
iness. 

A synopsis  of  the  Centennial  pageant 
was  given  by  Mary  Pate  Hatfield  who 
will  direct  the  production  of  “The  Last- 
ing Glory.”  This  pageant  was  written 
by  Marjorie  Royal,  A.B.  1930,  especial- 
ly for  the  Alumnae  Centennial  Home- 
coming. It  will  be  presented  Friday 
evening.  May  29,  in  Porter  Auditorium, 
proceeding  Alumnae  Day,  May  30. 

Other  Centennial  committees,  having

As  a special  Alumnae  Centennial  ben- 
efit to  Wesleyan,  The  Board  of  Mana- 
gers voted  in  the  fall  that  a program  for 
Bequests  be  established.

that  of  Jennie  Loyall  Anderson  for  a 
place  on  the  Board  of  Managers.

Irene  is  the  immediate  past  president 
of  the  Wesleyan  Alumnae  Association 
and  has  a long  list  of  offices  and  com- 
mittees in  which  she  has  served  depend- 
ably, efficiently  and  loyally.  She  was 
first  chairman  of  Atlanta  Group  IV, 
Secretary  of  Alumnae  Association,  chair- 
man of  Wesleyan  College  Historical 
Society,  Member  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers and  president  of  the  Alumnae  As- 
sociation.

{Editor  s Note) 

W e asked  Dr.  Jajnes,  who  came  to 
Wesleyan  as  Dean  in  the  fall  of  1958, 
to  write  a summary  of  his  Phi  Delta 
Phi  Day  address.  We  regret  that  space 
does  not  permit  us  to  print  his  remarks 
in  full. 

Dr.  James  is  a graduate  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Florida.  He  received  his  PhD 
degree  from  the  University  of  Illinois 
majoring  in  history  and  political  science. 

Dr.  James  is  a member  of  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  and  Kappa  Phi. 

Wesleyan  has  always  stood  for  the  im- 
portance of  learning  and  it  does  so  to- 
day. The  fine  tradition  of  excellence 
which  is  being  continued  deliberately  is 
a splendid  tribute  to  the  long  and  glori- 
ous history  of  the  college. 

The  prestige  of  the  scholar  has  been 
rapidly  growing  in  this  country;  respect 
for  intellectual  achievement  is  increas- 
ing and  high  regard  for  scholarships  is 
not  new  to  Wesleyan.  The  finest  tradi- 
tion of  this  college  centers  around  the 
love  of  learning  that  has  been  a part  of 
it  since  1836.  Alumnae  and  students  of 
Wesleyan  need  never  be  ashamed  of  its 
purposes  and  of  its  efforts  to  make  pos- 
sible the  grow’th  of  wdsdonv 

While  the  total  grow^th  of  the  stu 
dent  is  our  objective,  the  most  important 
event  in  a day  at  Wesleyan  is  and  al- 
ways has  been  the  learning  that  takes 
place  and  the  maturity  of  thought  and 
understanding  that  is  developed  in  each 
student.  Learning  is  important  to  every 
Wes'eyanne  for  her  happiness  and  suc- 
cess in  the  present  and  in  the  future.  It 
is  also  vital  to  the  society  of  which  she 
is  a part  and  to  our  institutions  such  as 
churches,  clubs  and  schools. 

Without  educated  citizens — informed 
citizens  who  lead  intelligently  and  criti- 
cize constructively — our  social,  econom- 
ic, and  political  units  cannot  survive. 

Sir  Robert  Livingston  said  “A  funda- 
mental principle  of  education  should  be 
to  make  the  pupil  realize  the  meaning 
of  excellence  ...”  We  try  at  Wesleyan 
to  challenge  students  to  succeed — not  in 
everything,  for  few  can  do  that — but  to 
find  their  own  special  spheres  in  which 
they  can  succeed.  All  are  able  to  achieve 
at  least  moderate  success  in  their  studies, 
for  Wesleyannes  are  a select  group.  It 
is  our  hope  that  setting  high  goals  for 
incoming  freshmen,  just  starting  out  in 
their  intellectual  quest,  will  be  an  in- 
spiration as  they  overcome  the  usual 
problems  of  adjusting  to  new’  college  re- 
sponsibilities. 


We  know  that  the  right  spirit,  persis- 
tent effort,  cooperation  with  faculty  and 
fellow  students,  will  enable  many  to 
achieve  in  an  outstanding  way.  We  feel 
certain  that  each  Wesleyanne  can  and 
will  have  a tremendously  exciting  and 
satisfying  adventure  in  her  pursuit  of 
knowledge  and  understanding.  Such,  as 
always,  is  the  opportunity  and  challenge 
of  Wesleyan. 

While  there  has  always  been  much  to 
be  gained  at  Wesleyan  besides  intellectu- 
al growth,  that  is  the  primary  reason  for 
its  existence  as  an  institution  of  higher 
learning. 

In  my  capacity  as  Academic  Dean,  I 
am  pleased  to  assure  you  that  to  us  at 
Wesleyan  scholarly  achievement  still 
sums  up  the  real  meaning  of  college,  es- 
pecially of  your  college.  You  do  well  to 
be  proud  of  the  heritage  which  is  yours. 


Fiee  Arts  Festival 

“The  Southern  Renaissance  in  Art” 
was  the  theme  of  the  eighth  annual  Fine 
Arts  Festival  held  in  the  Porter  Audi- 
torium April  19  through  23. 

Several  programs  featured  the  music, 
art,  and  drama  of  the  South. 

George  Beattie,  formerly  of  Macon 
and  well  known  artist,  discussed  the 
problems  of  an  artist  on  Sunday  after- 
noon when  the  festival  opened.  Prize- 
winning paintings  of  Southern  artists 
were  on  exhibition.  A reception  followed 
the  lecture. 

Charles  Coburn,  Macon-born  actor,  a 
professional  since  1899,  appeared  Mon- 
day evening  in  a series  of  readings.  Later 
in  the  week,  he  was  also  featured  in  the 
motion  picture  “Colonel  Effingham’s 
Raid.”  The  Academy  Award  winner  has 
h.ad  a distinguished  career  on  the  stage 
on  television,  as  well  as  in  movies. 

Susan  Reed,  concert  artist,  playing  the 
zither  and  Irish  harp  appeared  on  the 
festival  program  singing  folk  songs  and 
ballads. 

Carl  Bennett,  member  of  Wesleyan’s 
facuLy,  lectured  on  “Religion  in  Art.” 

On  the  final  evening,  Freddie  De- 
Land  and  his  band  were  featured.  Mr. 
DeLand  traced  the  development  of  jazz 
through  the  years.  His  subject  was 
“From  Dixieland  to  Modern  Jazz..” 

The  Fine  Arts  Festival  has  become  a 
liighlight  of  the  college  calendar.

Professor  Thelma  Howell,  Dr.  Lillian  Cowie  and  Dr.  Sara  Branham  Matthews 


Dr,  Matthews  Visits  Campiis 


Dr.  Sara  Branham  Matthews,  A.B. 
1907,  one  of  Wesleyan^s  most  illustri- 
ous alumnae,  visited  our  campus  recently 
and  talked  to  faculty  and  students  in- 
terested in  science.  She  announced  that 
she  is  presenting  copies  of  more  than  80 
scientific  papers  which  she  has  written 
during  her  career  as  an  internationally 
known  bacteriologist  to  the  Candler 
Memorial  Library. 

Dr.  Matthews  retired  last  July  from 
her  work  at  the  Public  Health  Service’s 


medical  research  center,  the  National 
Institute  of  Health  after  30  years  in 
microbiological  research.  During  that 
time,  she  has  received  many  honors  in 
the  medical  and  scientific  world. 

Her  research  played  a leading  role  in 
one  of  the  greatest  of  scientific  discov- 
eries, a cure  for  spinal  meningitis.  She 
was  written  up  in  McCall's  Magazine 
as  “Lady  in  the  Lab”  and  received  a 
distinguished  service  citation  from  the 
University  of  Chicago  Medical  Alumni 
Association. 


Professor  Howell,  Dr.  Matthews  In  Biology  Class 


Following  her  graduation  from  Wes- 
leyan, Sara  taught  biology  in  Atlanta 
and  at  the  University  of  Rochester.  She 
decided  to  study  medicine  and  worked 
on  isolating  the  influenza  germ  while  a 
student  at  the  University  of  Chicago. 
She  holds  five  degrees  — Wesleyan’s 
A.B.,  an  A.B.  from  the  University  of 
Colorado,  Ph.D.  in  bacteriology  and 
M.D.  from  the  University  of  Chicago, 
and  an  honorary  Doctor  of  Science  de- 
gree from  the  University  of  Colorado. 

She  is  a member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa, 
of  Sigma  Xi  Honorary  research  fra- 
ternity, Alpha  Omega  Alpha  honorary 
medical  fraternity,  and  a number  of 
other  professional  honorary  organipa* 
tions. 

She  was  awarded  the  Howard  Tay- 
lor Ricketts  Prize  for  Research  in  Path- 
ology and  becarp,e  a member  of  the  Med- 
ical Society  and  of  the  Washington 
Academy  of  Sciences.  In  addition  to  the 
articles  and  papers  which  she  is  present- 
ing to  our  library,  she  has  contributed 
to  several  textbooks  and  has  written  the 
article  on  menengitis  in  the  Encyclo- 
pedia Britannic  a. 

Last  year  she  was  invited  to  address 
the  Vllth  International  Microbiological 
Congress  in  Stockholm.  She  was  the 
first  woman  elected  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  Washington  Academy 
of  Science.  She  also  served  as  Council- 
lor-at-large for  the  Society  of  American 
Bacteriologists  and  as  Diplomate  for 
both  the  American  Board  of  Pathology 
in  the  field  of  Clinical  Microbiology  and 
the  National  Board  of  Medical  Exam- 
iners. 

Wesleyan  presented  one  of  the  first 
three  alumnae  awards  for  distinguished 
service  to  her  in  1950.  In  1938,  she  had 
been  the  Alumnae  Day  speaker  and  in 
1940,  she  was  asked  to  be  Commence- 
ment speaker,  but  was  unable  to  accept. 
However,  in  1950  she  returned  to  the 
College  to  deliver  the  Com,mencement 
address. 

She  is  a former  Alumnae  Trustee  and 
is  the  granddaughter  of  Elizabeth  Flour- 
noy, class  of  1840.  Both  of  her  grand- 
fathers taught  at  Wesleyan  and  many 
members  of  her  family  attended  our 
Alma  Mater.  She  has  contributed  to  the 
Loyalty  Fund  regularly  and  is  proud  of 
her  set  of  Wesleyan  china  in  her  home 
in  Bethesda,  Maryland.  In  short.  Dr. 
Matthews  is  a true  Wesleyanne. 

Many  alumnae  will  remember  her 
visit  to  Georgia  and  to  Wesleyan  with 
Madame  Curie,  the  noted  scientist,  in 
1940.  Then,  as  now,  Wesleyannes  ev- 
everywhere  proclaimed  her  as  one  of  our 
most  distinguished  graduates  as  well  as 
one  of  the  nation’s  leading  scientists. 
We  are  indeed  proud  of  her  record  of 
achievement  and  of  her  service  to  man- 
kind.

She  gazes  at  you  provocatively  from 
behind  a Spanish  fan,  her  shoulders 
demurely  draped  in  a russet  silken  shawl, 
black  lace  cascading  from  the  high  comb 
in  her  hair.  Her  name  is  “La  Ligereza,^’ 
the  Coquette. 

This  lady  in  oils  has  come  to  Wes- 
leyan to  join  the  other  fine  paintings  of 
the  Helen  E.  Ogden  Campbell  perma- 
nent collection.  Mrs.  Campbell,  herself 
a painter,  was  responsible  for  securing 
our  newTst  art  treasure,  which  is  by 
l^illian  Genthe,  one  of  America’s  great- 
est women  artists. 

First  gift  to  the  Weslej^an  Alumnae 
Association  in  its  Centennial  year,  it  was 
presented  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William,  H. 
Bender,  Jr.,  of  New  York,  executor  and 
heir,  respectively,  of  the  Genthe  estate. 
Mrs.  Campbell  met  Mr.  Bender,  a well- 
known  art  collector,  and  his  wife  at  a 
show  of  Miss  Gcnthe’s  works  in  Bronx- 
ville.  When  she  learned  they  had  recently 
donated  several  pictures  to  colleges  and 
museums  (High  Museum  in  Atlanta  ac- 
quired two),  she  brought  Wesleyan  to 
their  attention. 

“They  knew  of  the  college  and  were 
at  once  interested,”  she  wrote  President 
Martin.  He  contacted  the  Benders,  who 
graciously  offered  Wesleyan  a painting. 
When  Freda  Kaplan  Nadler,  alumnae 
trustee,  was  in  New  York  shortly  there- 


after (Nov.),  she  drove  out  to  Bronx- 
ville  and  selected  “La  Ligereza,”  bring- 
ing it  home  to  Wesleyan  in  her  car. 

Miss  Genthe,  the  artist,  was  a native 
of  Philadelphia.  In  1900  she  won  a 
scholarship  to  study  for  a j^ear  in  Paris 
with  James  McNeill  Whistler,  became 
his  “favorite  pupil,”  and  remained  an- 
other three  years  in  the  galleries  of  Eu- 
rope. 

On  her  return  to  the  U.  S.,  she  was 
awarded  a number  of  prizes  and  in  the 
1920’s  attained  prominence  as  a painter 
of  the  female  figure.  Her  work  is  repre 
sented  in  many  private  collections  here 
and  abroad,  and  noteworthy  examples 
hang  in  the  Metropolitan  Museum, 
New  York;  Carnegie  Institute,  Pitts- 
burg, Pa.;  the  National  Gallery  of  Art, 
Washington,  D.  C. ; Brooklyn  Institute 
of  Arts  and  Sciences,  Rochester  (N.Y.) 
Art  Museum;  Los  Angeles  Museum  of 
History  and  Science;  Art  Club  of  Phila- 
delphia, and  others. 

Wesleyan  is  deply  grateful  to  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Bender  for  their  handsome 
gift  to  the  Alumnae  art  collection.  Freda 
Nadler  reports  that  they  are  a gracious 
and  charming  couple,  and  that  she  spent 
a delightful  day  with  them  in  their 
Bronxville  apartment,  enoying  their 
home  gallery  of  valuable  American 
paintings,  eating  lunch,  and  talking  about 
Wesleyan.  Alumnae  join  our  Centennial 
Chairman  in  extending  to  the  Benders 
a cordial  invitation  to  our  celebration  in 
May. 

Through  Mrs.  Campbell,  who  has  as- 
sembled the  paintings  in  the  collection 
bearing  her  name  from  generous  artist 
friends,  as  this  goes  to  press,  three  other 
works  have  subsequently  been  added,  a 
water  color  by  Helen  Chamberlain,  a 
pastel  by  Charlotte  Valentine  Fonda, 
and  a painting  by  Virginia  Webb.
